_Alibis for Each Other. 


It is believed that Brokaw ané “An- 
@eve0n,” relying on their remarkable re- 
semblance, deliberately planned a long 


series of crimes, taking care that they 
sould be in large cities hundreds of 


miles apart when the crimes were com- 


mitted. When one man was arrested he 
immediately could prove that he was 
the other and thus escape justice. lt 
is alleged that Anderson in this way es- 
at least half a dozen alibis 


tablished 
for Brokaw, and that Brokaw has re- 


turned the compliment on even more oc- 


casions. 

According to the police, the two were 
so daring in their operations that when 
one of them was in “hot water’’ the 
other, half a continent's breadth away, 
deliberately would set himsaclf in the 
way of police snares so as to be ar- 
rested. He then would show that he 
Was not the man wanted, and’ mean- 
while his comrade -would escaper» 
' Brokaw declared that he would fight 
extradition. He gave his name as Fred 
Harold Brokaw, 22 years old, son of 
Hosmer Brokaw, now of Tacoma. He 
Genjied that he ever had been in Louis- 
ville or Indianapolis and gave a com- 
piete account of his movements, backed 
up by receipts from every hotel in which 
he had ever stayed. The picture sent 
out of Pittsburg in the circular he iden- 
tified as that of himeelf. 

Left College to Join Navy. 

Brokaw’s story was an almost un- 
broken account of escapades and en- 
counters with the police from the time 
he ran away from college and joined 
the navy in 1909. He deserted from the 
navy, was caught and again escaped, 
and then toured the country with a 
vaudeville company. In Pittsburg he 
Was arrested for obtaining money under 
false pretenses, but the case was com- 
promised. Later he was sent to the 
workhouse for vagrancy, and it was 
then that the picture shown in the 
circular was taken. 

“Notice that the Pittsburg circular 
does not say who was robbed nor when 
the crime was committed,’’ Brokaw 
said. “Give me the date and I'll tefl 
you juct where I was at the time of 
the robbery.”’ 

Brokaw said he was arrested in Wash- 
ington, D. C., some months ago fer ob- 
taining money under false pretenses, 
but was admitted to probation through

MACKAY NOT TO CONTEST 


He Is Expected to Stay Abroad 
With Children—Mrs. Mackay 
Posed as Nurse. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Sept. %—Two more ac- 
tions are looked for in addition to the 
Blake-Mackay suit for $1,000,000 begun 


by the wife of the noted surgeon, Dr. 
Joseph ‘A. Blake, against the wife of 
one of the best-known and wealthiest 
Americans, Clarence H. Mackay, the 
details of which were told in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

Mrs. Blake soon will make an appeal 
to the courts for a legal separation from 
her husband, while Mrs. Mackay, it is 
reported authoritatively, already has 
taken the preliminary stenvs to obtain a 
full divorce by establsshing a residence 
in Maine. After one year’s stay there 
a divorce may be asked on the grounds 
of desertion. According to this plan, 
Mackay is not expected to offer a de- 
fense. 

Mrs. Mackay leased a house in Port- 


land, Me., a few weeks after her hus- 


band secretly departed for Europe last 
June, taking with him the three chil- 
dren. Before she took this step she had 
a long conference with Henry W. Taft, 
who consulted with lawyers represent- 
ing Mackay. 

Mrs. Mackay in Seclusion. 

After arriving in Portland, Mrs. Mack- 
ay went into seclusion, which she has 
refused to break to make any state- 
ment upon the publicity that had been 
given to the action begun against her, 
in which she was accused of having 
stolen the affections of a man who had 
been married 23 vears. 

Mackay’s attitude is explained on the 
sround that he desires to make things 
as easy as possible tor the mother of 
his children, to whom he has been mar- 
ried 15 years. He was seen yesterdav 
in England by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent, but he declined to make any 
statement. 

The same reluctance to talk charac- 
terized all others concerned in the mat- 
ter. Mrs. Blake declined to be inter- 
viewed at her home in New York; Dr. 
Blake was inaccessible in his country 
place at Litchfield, Conn.; Arthur C. 
Train, personal counsel for Mrs. Mack- 
ay, at his summer home in Bar Harbor, 
Me., had nothing to say, and neither 
had George Gordon Battle, attorney for 
Mrs. Blake. Taft is abroad. 

But from friends of persons  con- 
cerned further details of the proceed- 
ings were obtained. 
avoid scandal and sensationalism is to 
be made when the action comes to 
trial. 

Formal Language in Sait. 

A reporter was told that the com- 
plaint does not exceed three pages and 
that it is couched in the most formai 
language.

estrangement between the couple in 
spite of their long years of wedded life. 

Instances of the manner in which Mrs. 
Mackay is alleged to have brought 
about meetings between the doctor and 
herself, at which Mrs. Blake was not 
present, are given. One was of a trip 
to Europe, in which the surgeon was 
the guest of Mr. and Mrs. Mackay, at 
Mrs. Mackay’s invitation. which did no: 
include his wife. Mrs. Blake is to be 
the chief witness for herself. Other wit- 
nesses will be the two Blake sons, both 
young college men. 

From nurses at the Nassau Hospital 
at Mineola, near the country home of 
the Mackays, and at the Presbyterian 
Hospital, have come stories of the pres- 
ence at Dr. Blake’s most interesting op- 
erations of a strikingly handsome wom- 
an dressed in a nurse’s uniform, whose 
bearing and conduct seemed to indicate 
that she was not a nurse.

Workmen Make Discovery: in 
Wrecking Mansion Erected by 
Colonel 41 Yeafs Ago. 


BLOOMINGTON, Iil., Sept. %.—Work- 
men employed in the razing of the 
Thomas Snel homestead in the north 
end of Clinton found a small coffin 
skillfully hidden in a wall of the build- 
ing.

troduced Thursday. Dr. Schaff of 
Fenton, Mo., testified that he had treat- 
ed Mrs. Crecelius 12 times, prior to the 
killing of her husband. 

Dr. W. M. Hege, an expert on neurol- 


ogy, in response to a hypothetical ques- 
tion of 599 words, testified that Mrs. 
Crecelius was insane at the time she 
shot her husband and is still insane. 
Dr. Hoge said he had reached this de- 
cision after having made 2% visits to 
Mrs. Crecelius, 17 when she was in the 
city hospital observation ward and eight 
when she was confined in the Clayton 
jail. 

Louis Dintz, a orother of the defend- 
ant, told of her incessant walking with 
her hands clasped over her heart. He 
said his sister never rested. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Benak, a stepsister of 
Mrs. Crecelius, testified the defendant 
constantly visited her mother’s home. 
On some of these visits she would ar- 
rive as early as 5:30 a. m., and con- 
stantly paced the floor with her hands 
over her heart. 

At times, said Mrs. Benak, Mrs. 
Crecelius would run into the yard, 
whistling or singing like a child. In 
support of the contention that Mrs. Cre- 
celius constantly was picking at hes 
clothes, a red dressing sacque, showing 
several holes picked in it, was intro- 
auced. 

Throughout August, Mrs. Benak said 
she had slept with Mrs. Crecelius. In 
that time, she said, Mrs. Crecellus 
would arise in the night and walk the 
floor, often muttering to herself. 

On the Tuesday before the murder, 
Mrs. Benek teatified, Crecelius gaid he 
didn’t know what to do with his wife. 
He was crying and expressed sorrow 
for their daughter, Mildred. 

The day before Crecelius was killed, 
said Mrs. Benak, her stepsister, visit- 
ing at her mother’s home, snatched her 
husband’s cap and ran into the yard, 
laughing like a child. 

When Mrs. Benak said that Mrs. 
Crecelius had been induced to study 
Christian Science, Prosecuting Attorney 
Lashly objected on the ground that 
religion had no bearing on the case. He 
was overruled. Mrs. Benak also de- 
clared Mrs. Crecelius became so rest- 
ress and fidgety on her visits to her 
mother’s home that the mother objected 
to her being around.

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MANN ACT'S INTENT 


Some Uphold Pollock’s Ruling 
That Law Wasn’t Aimed at 
Personal Escapades. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—The decision 
of Federal Judge Pollock of Kansas, that 
the Mann act was not intended to apply 
to the “personal escapades of men and 
women,” caused much comment here 
today. It was pointed out by those who 
believe Judge Pollock is right that Rep- 
resentative Mann, father of. the law, 
did not intend that ‘“‘personal escapades”’ 
should be included in the prosecutions 
under the law. 

Mann is in Chicago, but Chairman 
Henry B. Clayton and Representative BD. 
Y. Webb of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee agree that the act does not 
cover personal morals. On the other 
hand, Representative John J. Esch, 
member of the majority of the commit- 
tec that framed the bill, thinks it does. 

Attornéy-General McReynolds, it was 
said today, will not ask for prosecutions 
in cases where it is evident the parties 
involved have been on “personal esca- 
pades.”’ 

House Members’ Views Differ. 

There was a sharp difference between 
Republicans and Democrats of the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce over the scope of the 
Mann act when it was reported to the 
House in December, 1909. In his report 
Chairman Mann said: 

“This legislation does not attempt to 
regulate volungjary wrongdoing, but 
alms solely to prevent the procuring of 
thousands of women and girls against 
their will and desire to enter and con- 
tinue in such a life. The legislation is 
needed to put a stop to a villainous in- 
terstate and international traffic in 
women and girls. The legislation is not 
needed or intended as an aid to the 
States In the exercise of their police 
powers in this suppression or regulation 
or immorality in general.”’ 

In a minority report signed by him- 
self and W. C. Adamson, present chatir- 
man of the House Committee on In- 
terstate and Foreign Commerce, and 
Representative C. L. Bartlett of Geor- 
gia, Representative William .Richardson 
said: 

“This bill ¢s drastic and its inevitable 
results revolutionary. Its provisions rel- 
ative to the transportation of alisn 


|} Women and girls in foreign commerce 


and their admission to our ports, are 
not controverted. 
Thought Bill Unconstitutional, 

“Our chief objection to the bill is that 
Congress cannot in the exercise of po- 
lice powers punish citizens of the states 
for yiolating a Federal statute made 
under the pretense of regulating mor- 
als and suppressing evils, which tn the 
strictest and most literal sense is an 
affair that belongs to the. state.” 

In discussing the bill with a corre- 
spoudent of the Post-Dispatch today, 
Bartlett said: 

“I thought the whole bill was uncon- 
stitutional and opposed it for that rea- 
son. I do not believe that it covers 
personal escapades, but, if it is so con- 
strued, it is certainly unconstitution- 
a” 

‘I opposed the bill,”’ said Representa- 
tive Adamson, ‘‘because it undertook to 
take charge of the morals of the people 


that Judge Polleck is right in his de- 
ctsion.”’ 

‘The bill was not intended to include 
personal cages,”” said Representative 
Clayton. 

“The purposd of that bill was to pre- 
vent the importation of foreign womer. 
to commercialize their virtue,” said 
Representative Webb. “It was aimed at 
the traffic here. The law does not in- 
clude personal escapades.” 


McReynolds Won’t Comment. 
“I.intended that the law should apply 


to personal escapades,” said Repro- 
sentative Esch, “and I think a majority 
of the members of the committee fel: 
as I did. I thought it would apply to 
the individual cases. One improper act 
between man and woman would be suf- 
ficient to violate the law. The decision 
of Judge Pollock will sap the law of 
much of its vitality.” 

Attorney-General McReynolds would 
make no comment on Judge Pollock’s 
decision, but it was learned the Attor- 
ney-General concurs in the opinion of 
Judge Pollock that the Mann law was 
not enacted to regulate the morals of 
the individual citizen. He believes that 
to violate the Mann law there must be 
some commercial transaction. 

The Attorney-General intends to issue 
instructions to United States Atterneys 
throughout the country-not to prosecute 
when there is not @ clear case of com- 
mercialism involved. It is not likely 
the instructions will be issued until the 
‘Diggs-Camenetti cases have been car- 
ried to the United States Supreme Court 
and the case which Judge Pollock de- 
cided has been appealed.

WASHINGTON. Sept. 2%.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission holds that 
“man failure’ all along the line. from 
officials and djrectors of the»>New Ha- 
ven Railroad down to its’ trainmen 
caused the Wallingford wreck, Sept. 2, 
in which 21 persons were killed and % 
injured. In its report, just made pub- 
lic, the commission blames the crews 
of the wrecked trains for lapses atid 
scores officers and directors for “inef- 
ficiency of management.”’ 

Operating officials of the New Haven 
and the officers and directors of tiie 
system are grilled scathingly for pro- 
mulgating regulations that were permit-

land for not seeing to it personally that

operating conditions were what they 


had directed them to be. 

‘Man failure in this case,’ says Com- 
missioner McChord, who prepared the 
report after an exhaustive personel in- 
vestigation of the accident, “began hizh 
up in official authority, and it was not 
an unnatural sequence that it reaghed 
down to those in position lower in off 
cial rank, but still weighed with great 
responsibility.”’ 

In use at the time of the disaster 
the report points out, were “antiquated 
signals, condemned by the locomotive 
enginemeh as well as by the Public 
Servfce Commission of Connecticut, and 
old wooden cars, unsuited by construc- 
tion for such traffic as they were ex- 
pected to accommodate. These were 
held to be contributory reasons for the 
excessive number of casualties. 

Commissioner McChord indicates the 


lresults of a similar recent accident at 


Tyrone, Pa., in which the equipment 
Was all steel, and in which none of 
the passengers was killed, as an 0»- 
ject lesson in favor of the use of mod- 
ern equipment, 

The commission demands of the New 
Haven road the immediate adoption of 
“an adequate system of superintendence 
and supervision, which will give those in 
authority definite and positive informa- 
tion as to whether or not the safety re- 
quirements of this railroad are ob- 
served.”’ , 

After a comprehensive review of the 
testimony“taken at the investigation 
Commissioner McChord says, in part: 

“The direct cause of this accident was 
the failure of Flagman Murray properly 
to protect his train, the fallure of En- 
gineman Miller properly to control the 
speed of his train in order that he could 
bring it to a stop before passing auto- 


matic signal No. 23, and the’ failure of! 


Conductor Adams to make certain that 
bis train was properly protected. An 
additional cause was the failure of En- 
gineman Woods to bring his train to a 
stop, as required by the rules, before 
passing automatic signal No. 23, which 
was in the stop position. 

“While this accident was directly due 
to failure of employes properly to per- 
form their duties, the signal system in 
use was entirely inadequate safely to di- 
rect and govern the movement of the 
large volume of traffic over this line and 
there was a deplorable lack of super- 
vision on the part of operating officérs. 
On this account the conditions which led 
up to this accident were possible. 

“In reports by this commission. of the 
investigation of previous accidents on 
this railroad, defects of management, 
neglect of obvious precautions for safety, 
ineffective rules and these not system- 
atically enforced, high-speed trains 
closely following one -another without 
adequate safeguards, dereliction of duty 
on the part of certain employes, as well 
as a general weakness of discipline, have 
been denounced and condemned. It is 
astounding that this state of affairs is 
allowed to continue to’ exist.”’ ,

Congressmen confess to amazément oer a si- 
lence this year on the part of their constituents 
such as was never before known during the pend- 
fency of tariff legislation.. The few letters of sug- 
gestion or protest received early in the special ses- 
sion practically ceased when the “insidious lobby” 
began to be illuminated. Even the wide circulation 
of the Congressional Record has found manufac- 
turers unresponsive to protectionist Congress- 
men’s powerful oratory of disaster. 

The manufacturers themselves saw before their 
congressional representatives did how fatuous it 
would be to continue the old “back-fire” farce. 
Perhaps they have been too busy to continue it. 
Of $2,465,000,000 in total exports from this country 
last year, $1,020,000,000 was in products of domes- 
tic manufacture, an increase of 110 per cent in 10 
years. England’s exports of domestic manufac- 
tures in the same time increased 68 per cent, Ger- 
manpy’s 87 and France’s 71 per: cent. 

Our increase in exports has gone right along 
during the eight months of the present year. Au- 
gust was the greatest export August ever ‘known. 
With an industry-blighting tariff approaching ap- 
proval in the Senate and likely almost any day 
to be enacted into law, exports during August were 
up a round $20,000,000, reaching a total of $187,- 
812,686. 

Where is the sting of the old horrifying balance 
of trade argument, when the year of the consum- 
ers’ tariff promises the greatest balance of trade 
in history? Hither rational tariff-making has lost 
its power to blight industry or industry's opsonic 
resistance has grown too strong to be affected 
by it.

HOW TO MAKE MEAT PLENTIFUL. ) 


: By Prank nk Putnani. 

Counsel on this problem has been given freely 
from many quarters during recent months. 
Summed up, it amounts to this: 

That farmers shall cease selling calves to butch- 
ers and shall raise more cattle, full grown. To 
do this the farmers are advised to build silos, in 
which to store, for winter use, green fodder cut, 
during the summer and autumn. 

Farmers retort that they are business men, like 
their advisers, and as business men take the best 
profit in sight. For some time pas; that best 
profit has been gained in the sale of calves to 
butchers. The cost of raising the calves to ma- 
turity for the market is, they say, larger than 
the difference between the. price they get for 
calves and the price they could get for grown cat- 
tle. This is true, in part, the farmers admit, be- 
cause they are not, as a rule, equipped with silos. 
Nor have they, a majority of them, money with 
which to build silos. 

It further develops, in congresses of farmers and 
in Federal census reports, that fully 40 per cent of 
eli American farmers are renters of land. They 
cannot make permanent betterments, such as: 
silos, even had they money to pay for them, be- 
cause they have no assurance that they will re- 
main long in possession of the land. . 

It begins to look as if it might be necessary to 
hasten congressional: or state legislative action 
providing, as North European countries have done 
or are doing, for farmers’ co-operative banking, 
under Government supervision, to enable Amerti- 
can farmers to get funds with which to buy farms 
and equip them. 

In Germany 87 per cent of the farm land {s culti- 
vated by owners. A rapid advance in farm own- 
ership and decline in farm tenantcy in Germany 
followed the creating of farmers’ co-operative 
banking. One set of these banks loans German 
farmers money for 20 to 75 years, at 31-2 to 41-2 
per cent yearly (these payments covering interest 
and principal), to buy land. The other set loans 
the farmer money for much shorter periods of 
years, to make improvements which will enable 
him to get larger revenue from his land, _ 

England, in which only about 10 per cent of 
the land is cultivated by owners, is adopting the 
German plan. 

The older countries, after long experience, have 
learned small farm holdings are far more produc- 
tive, acre for acre, than large holdings. So they 
have shaped their legislation to promote small 
holdings, each owned by its cultivator. The tend- 
ency in the United States during the past 40 
years has been the other-way; the whole number 
of American farms has increased "but the per- 
centage of farm owners to the whole number of 
farmers has steadily decreased. 

The Democratic administration’s promise to en- 
act laws helping farmers get cheaper money on 
easier terms, after the currency bill is out of the 
way, may, when made good, prove more effective 
in reducing the cost of living than tariff reduc- 
tion, currency reform, trust regulation or any 
other panacea. 

Certainly there can be no hope of lower-priced 
food while the increase in’ yearly production of 
food falls steadily behind the yearly increase in 
population. And it begins to appear there is no 
hope of rectifying this evil condition except by 
providing means adequately ‘to finance the under- 
capitalized business of agriculture.
